Conference. When the Conference brokeup. Dr. Nkosi (who was a committee chair) met with Fred 
Smith and gave him what happened to the AA family and why we are now in the condition we're in 
Dr. Nkosi got the support of Fred Smith who agreed to go into business with him. It’s been a long 
time and we have not been able to get to him.
